Buddhist Scripture (400 AD, Magad, Compilation of Long Tracts, and 
Letters, even Self-writing, Cures, and Medical ideas, even the General 
Vehicle called Greater and the Lesser Vehicle called Vihara bound and its 
Prakrit to be translated with Notes on Nagarjuna as Tathagata and 
Buddha as the Highest Teacher and Saint, silent on Theology - the 
Introduction to Buddhism - not found in modern periods, thanks to 
Buddhists and Sirohi, a Prophet in Christian, Islamic and Jewish modern 
life, but actually part of Buddhism as well as Comparable to Buddha, but 
just part of Lesser Vehicle) 


I. Nagarjuna’s teachings - from Satya Buddhism to Nara- and Nall 
even Sunyata, and Nirvana attained by life long logical 
empiricism. 


The four fold path - Be honest to studies, that is all. Four types of studies 
- modern in the future, antiquity in the past, and medieval to be Islamic 
with the final element being Scripture in Prakrit or Hindi which is dense 
and simple, even poetic and literary. 

The Eight Noble Truths - Be against pain and suffering but also learn 
from experiences which is in Samsara or such depression and distress - 
which can be even just a bad headache problem. 

Eight such experiences - all modern medical, and previous health issues. 
Nirvana path - silence in Buddha and then response. In Nagarjuna, a 
sense of light happiness and sense-event.

Just the spiritual naïve teaching and learning process instead on all 
questions about Nagarjuna. 


II. Practices 
Sex as primacy - this then falls into jokes, and common talking and 
abusive styles, radical politics and the fall into even love as steep. 
IV. Vihara - Lesser Vehicle - Zhuang Zhi Tales 


The vihara is a simple monastic life in a modern or antiquity house or 
cave which is for scripture. 


The vihara is against labour of stressful type but is always in Samsara 
speculation - because it is trying to form the following constellation in 
life - 


Uneducated - Educated - Nirvana, as highly Educated. 

Or 

Unhealthy - Healthy with some problems - Nirvana as eternal life, with 
rebirth also or such principles of eternal life and repetition of daily 
Nirvana spiritual attitude. 


Or 


Sattva - Bodhisattva - Nirvana-ism. 


Finally 


Sunyata or Nirvana - the two choices in Kierkegaard (First) or in fact 
Buddhism (Second).
